R. hlblts for the Stnto Fmr next
Week are now coming ln rapldly, nnd,
lf lhe present conditions continue, tho
falr wlll open riext Mondfry wilh thc
largest number of exhibits ever en¬
tered and wlth the largest proportlon
of exhibits ln place.
ConslKiimcnts from out of town hnvo

boen arrlvlng ln steadlly inereaslnR
numbers for s. vernl weeks, and yes¬
terday. tho first day of tho week
before the fair, InuuKurated the bi«
rush of exhibits from nll over tho
State, whlch wlll oontlnn. for several
days. Tho arrangements for the oare
of OUt-of-town exhibits arriving enrly
and f.ir tholr rt.llvcrv at tho Falr
Grounds wlthout any trouble to exhtb-
itors aro very eomprehen. Ivo. Frult,
dalry p>0duct. and othor perlshablo
products aro taken in charge by a
BOId storage companv, where they are
kept untll tlrnc for delivery at tho
fair.
Mnny PncknKe ln Cold Storage.
Last year the cold storage comnnny

handled nearly 300 conslKiiments ol
p.rls h ah-ln exhibits for the falr. The
nurnbor of packages now ln the ware¬
house is much larpor than at the cor-
tespondlng time last year. This is due
lo the Increased frult crop, to tho
greater Interest ln dairylnj. and to tho
nppreciatlon by exhlbitors of tho ad¬
vantages of tho cold storafce fn. illtl*.
provlded by tho falr management.
The flrst consl^nment of this year.
n exlilblt of peaches, came to tho

warehouse August .1, and thc packages,
now ln stoniRo lncludo exhibits of
peaches, apples, grapes and other frult,Indlcatlnc; that the frult dlsplay thls
year wlll exceed all previous yearsTho exhlblt of apples wlll bo cspeciallvlarKo.

The condltlon In
whlch some of tbe pa<knge_ arrlve In-
dlcates the neod of a speclal course at
farmers' Instltutes on the proper way
to pack exhibits for shlpment to the
State Fair.

Thls wlll save exhlbitors the ttoublo
of taklng the packages the long dls-
tsnee from the maln entrance of the
grounds to the Woman's Building The
ofTlce In the Mutunl BulldlnK is deslg-
nat.d as the ofliclal recelving station
because of Its central locatlon and nc-
cesslbllity to all car llnes. Exhibits
Ot bread, cake. ples and candy wlll be
recelved there up to 10 A. M., and wlll
Uien be taken direct to the Woman's
Bulldlng ln conveyance provlded by
the Fair Assoclation.

Bristol. Va., September 26..Stato
Senator Sam R. Sells, now formldable
as a candidate for the Republican nom¬
ination to succ.eed tho late Congress¬
man Walter P. Brownlow from the
Flrst Tennesseo Dlstrict, spoke at
BlountvUle, Tenn., to-day and ln Bris¬
tol to-nlght. His friends hore gave
him a cordial welcome in the court¬
house. Since the withdrawal of Stato
Senator Danlel Cooper Swab from the
race for the nomination. the sentlment
has been drlftlng rajUdly toward Sells,
and tt looks now as though he wlll
wln the nomination. The primary wlll
be held October 8. Senator Sell's de¬
clared to-nlght that he Is the only can-
didato who has legully qualltled for

There are two othercandidates for the unexplred term
They are Alfred A. Taylor, former
Congre.sman. and .Dr. Z. D. Massoy,the latter of Sevler county.

OWED BY ROOSEVELT

This Amount Said to Represent His Traveling
Expenses While President, Which He

Has Never Paid.

"Phlladelphia, September 22, 1910.
"Mr. James McCrea, President Penn

sylvanla Railroad, Philadelphla:
"Dear Slr,.As a stockholder of tlu

Pennsylvania Railroad, I have beer
greatly surprlsed to learn there h
an account long overdue lor trans¬
portatlon furnished by lt to Theodorl
Roosevelt. It Is a matter of qulti
Koneral knowledge, so I learn, tha-
this account amounts to more thar
$100,000.
"Whether the person owlng such ac¬

count bc a President or a former Pres
ldent. or whoover he may be, th<
interests of the Pennsylvania Rall
road. It Becms to me. demand thal
thero be a settlernent. Wa.a you advlsi
me lf I am rorrectly informed antf, li
so. ls there any rc-ason why thls debi
should not be paid? Wlll you alsc
kindly Inform me what steps havi
been taken, lf any, ln behalf of tSJ
company to collect the amount dufe
and what prospect there is, lf any, o
Its settlernent?

sary presldential travel In the futureAo provision was made, however tcreimburse tho railroads for Mr Ro__vvclt's extravagant use of speciatralns which were furnished for hibear hunts. his turkey hunts. hls ea_em-aliv0 lion-kllling cxpeditions, foHls social engragemonts, his homeKOings and comingH. and for the transportation of hi8 friends. his servanGhis horses and got _s.

Burden oa Peuimylvanln.
On thc stockholders of the Pennsvivnnla Railroad the burden fell mo'heavily, slnco nearly all of the presldentlal junkets started out from Wasnngton over that company's llnes. T-lt fell also the lot of furnlshing nll othe transportntion between the WhitHouse and Oyster Bay. The Pennsyl¬vania furni»ned Mr. Roosevelt witl

o\er $100,000 In free transportatlonand in lnner railroad circles it ha
been common knowledge for severa
years that thls remains unpald.

Publlcly tho Pennsylvania offlclal
will not admit that Mr. Roosevelt owe
tho corporation anything. They sa;
the transportatlon was furnlshod with
out any expectatlon of payment; tha
there Is no "account" against Mi
Roosevelt, and that the "items" wcr
charged up to "advertising."
Among themselves high ofllcials o

thc Pennsylvania have discussed th
Roosevelt account when there. hav
boen fulminations about "cinchlng th
corporatlons" and "bringing thom t
time."

It was tlie custom to carry the Presi
dent of tho United States as a free an<
honored guest. Tho railroad could no
very well tllscrlminate between a hea
hunt and trip of the frosident t-
dedlcate a monument, so no recjuost fo
transportatlon wns. refused. Mr. Roose
velt rode up and down tho llnes at- hl
pleasure. There may have been rall
road ofllcials who belleved that th
President, who was even then gleoful
ly "cinchlng" them. would hosltate t
aceept as courtesies to thw presidentla
ofiice the expenses of hls purely per
sonal pleasure oxpedltlons. Such op
timlstlc ones wero doomod to dlsap
pointment. Novertheleus, lt ls noto
rious.lt has been so ror years.tha
olllclals of many of the trunk Hne
always regarded thls transportatlon ,-i

a debt, not a courtesy, Bu*.could the:
dun tlie Presl<l»>nt of the Unlted States
Respect for thc presldential ofiice.t
say nothing of tho tightnoss or th
roughness of the always lmpcndin.
